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PROFILE  : 

ELAGABALUS,  ROMAN  EMPEROR,  A.D.  218-222. 

Varius  Avitus  Bassianus  was  born  at  Emesa  about  a.d.  205,  the  son  of  Julia 
Soaemias  and  Sextus  Varius  Marcellus.  The  elevation  of  this  degenerate  youth 
to  the  throne  of  the  Caesars  was  due  entirely  to  the  machinations  of  his  grandmother 
Julia  Maesa. 

This  remarkable  woman  was  the  sister  of  Julia  Domna,  the  wife  of  the  emperor 
Septimius  Severus.  On  the  murder  of  Caracalla  and  the  suicide  of  Domna,  she 
was  obliged  to  quit  the  splendours  and  dignities  of  the  imperial  court  and  retire  to 
her  native  Syria.  She  was  quick  to  take  advantage  of  the  unpopularity  with  the 
army  of  the  emperor  Macrinus,  whose  strict  discipline  presented  a  marked  contrast 
to  his  predecessor,  Caracalla.  Maesa  spread  a  rumour  amongst  the  soldiers 
stationed  locally  that  her  grandson  was  in  fact  the  son  of  Caracalla  and  Soaemias. 
The  soldiers  were  impressed  by  the  youth,  who  was  at  this  time  a  priest  of  the^| 
Syro-Phoenician  Sun-god  Elagabalus  and  who  was  supposed  to  bear  a  remarkable  * 
resemblance  to  the  late  emperor.  After  adequate  bribes  from  the  wealthy  Maesa, 
they  declared  him  emperor  under  the  name  of  M.  Aurelius  Antoninus,  and  an  army 
sent  against  the  rebels  by  Macrinus  also  declared  in  his  favour.  Macrinus  then 
advanced  in  person,  but  was  surprisingly  defeated  and  later  put  to  death,  leaving 
Elagabalus  master  of  the  Roman  world. 

The  new  emperor  is  normally  referred  to  as  Elagabalus,  because  of  his  devotion 
to  the  Sun-god  of  that  name,  but  on  his  coins  he  is  always  styled  Antoninus.  He 
arrived  in  Rome  the  following  year  (a.d.  219)  and  soon  made  himself  thoroughly 
unpopular  by  his  disgraceful  behaviour  and  practices  both  in  public  and  private  life. 

He  had  three  wives  during  his  short  reign  and  divorced  all  of  them,  though  he 
returned  to  the  second  one,  Aquilia  Severa,  shortly  before  his  death. 

Julia  Maesa  could  see  in  the  growing  unpopularity  of  the  young  emperor,  the 
possible  downfall  of  all  she  had  schemed  to  achieve,  so  she  persuaded  Elagabalus 
to  adopt  Severus  Alexander,  his  younger  cousin  and  also  a  grandson  of  Maesa, 
and  give  him  the  title  of  Caesar.  Maesa’s  fears  were  well  founded.  In  a.d.  222 
Elagabalus  made  an  attempt  on  the  life  of  Alexander  and  the  army,  with  whom  the 
young  Caesar  was  very  popular,  mutinied.  The  emperor  and  his  mother  were 
both  murdered  and  their  corpses  dragged  through  the  streets  of  Rome  and  thrown 
into  the  Tiber.  It  was  universally  acknowledged  that  this  was  a  fitting  end  for 
such  a  monster  of  vice,  and  he  was  succeeded  by  Severus  Alexander  whose  character 
presents  a  complete  contrast  to  that  of  his  cousin.  ^ 

DATING  ROMAN  IMPERIAL  COINS.

The  ability  to  date  with  some  accuracy  many  of  the  coins  struck  under  the 
Roman  Empire  gives  to  the  collector  of  this  fascinating  and  varied  series  yet  another 
theme  for  the  formation  of  a  collection. 

Some  people  collect  Roman  coins  in  order  to  assemble  a  “  portrait  gallery  ” 
of  as  many  of  the  emperors  and  empresses  as  they  can,  others  form  their  collections 
on  the  basis  of  illustrating  the  many  different  personifications,  gods  and  goddesses 
which  appear  on  the  coinage,  whilst  a  third  method  is  the  arrangement  of  a  collection 
according  to  mints.  Arrangement  by  dates,  however,  is  one  theme  wrhich  has  been 
very  much  neglected  by  collectors.  Such  a  collection  could  take  the  form  of  a  display 
of  coins  representing  particular  years  in  which  events  of  great  historical  interest 
took  place.  Thus  the  collector  might  acquire  a  coin  of  a.d.  70,  the  year  of  the  capture 
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of  Jerusalem  by  Titus,  one  of  a.d.  79,  the  year  of  the  famous  eruption  of  Mt.  Vesuvius 
which  buried  Pompeii,  and  so  on.  The  scope  for  such  a  collection  is,  undoubtedly, 
very  great  and  it  will  encourage  the  collector  to  read  more  about  the  history  of  the 
period  in  order  to  discover  the  dates  of  important  historical  events. 

The  cause  of  the  neglect  of  this  theme  for  the  formation  of  a  collection  is, 
probably,  a  certain  lack  of  knowledge  amongst  collectors  on  how  to  set  about  dating 
the  coins  of  the  imperial  series.  It  is  hoped,  therefore,  that  the  following  notes 
and  tables  will  be  both  of  interest  and  of  practical  use  to  collectors. 

Tribunicia  Potestas  (the  tribunician  power — usually  tr.p.  on  the  coins).  The 
Tribunes  of  the  People  were  first  created  in  the  early  days  of  the  Republic  to  protect 
the  rights  of  the  lower  classes  (plebeians)  against  the  powerful  aristocrats  (patricians). 
From  this  humble  beginning  the  power  of  the  tribunes  gradually  increased  until, 
under  the  pretext  of  defending  the  rights  of  the  people,  they  were  able  to  do  almost 
♦anything  they  pleased.  This  almost  unlimited  power  was  drastically  reduced  by 
Sulla  and  although  many  of  their  rights  and  privileges  were  restored  after  the 
dictator’s  death,  they  were  again  deprived  of  power  by  Julius  Caesar. 

Augustus  realized  the  advantages  of  possessing  the  power  of  the  tribunes  and 
it  had  the  added  attraction  of  being  a  popular  office  with  the  people,  in  sharp  contrast 
to  the  detested  titles  of  rex  and  dictator.  Accordingly,  in  23  b.g.  he  had  the 
tribunician  power  conferred  upon  him  for  life,  thus  gathering  into  his  hands  many 
important  prerogatives  previously  enjoyed  by  the  Tribunes  of  the  People.  He  was 
now  able  to  convene  and  dismiss  both  the  senate  and  the  Assembly  of  the  People 
and  also  to  veto  any  order  of  the  senate.  In  addition,  the  tribunician  power  ren¬ 
dered  his  person  sacred  and  inviolable. 

As  Augustus  wished  the  tribunician  power  to  be  regarded  as  the  basis  of  his 
authority,  it  is  not  surprising  that  he  introduced  the  custom  of  dating  his  reign  by 
the  years  of  his  tribunician  power,  as  though  the  office  was  bestowed  annually,  as 
in  the  days  of  the  Republic.  This  system  was  adopted  by  his  successors  and  was 
employed  extensively  on  the  coins — thus  supplying  a  useful  means  of  dating 
accurately  much  of  the  Imperial  coinage. 

In  the  case  of  the  earlier  emperors  (Augustus-Antoninus  Pius)  this  fictitious  annual 
renewal  of  the  tribunician  power  appears  to  have  been  made  on  the  date  of  its  first 
conferment.  In  a.d.  147,  however,  Antoninus  seems  to  have  reverted  to  the  tradi¬ 
tional  Republican  date  for  the  appointment  of  the  tribunes  (December  10th)  and 
this  practice  was  continued  by  the  rest  of  the  emperors  of  the  Antonine  Dynasty. 

Septimius  Severus  instituted  yet  another  system  whereby  the  renewal  was  made 
on  January  1st  of  each  year,  thus  causing  the  tribunician  year  to  coincide  writh  the 
calendar  year.  Most  of  the  succeeding  emperors  appear  to  have  adopted  this  method, 
one  notable  exception  being  Gordian  III,  who  seems  to  have  reverted  to  the  system 
of  the  early  Empire  and  renewed  his  tribunician  power  on  each  anniversary  of  his 
accession. 

Imperator  (usually  imp.  on  the  coins).  There  are  two  meanings  for  this  title: 

(a)  Imperator — used  as  a  praenomen  of  the  emperor,  by  virtue  of  his  supreme 
command  over  all  the  legions  of  the  Roman  army.  From  the  time  of  Vespasian, 
this  title  was  normally  placed  before  all  the  other  names  and  dignities  of  the  emperor 
and  at  about  this  time  also  it  replaced  princeps  as  the  popular  designation  of  the 
emperor. 

(b)  Imperator — used  to  enumerate  the  victories  of  the  emperor.  Whenever 
a  Roman  army  achieved  some  notable  military  success,  the  emperor,  regardless  of 
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whether  or  not  he  was  personally  involved,  received  an  imperial  acclamation.  The 
numbers  of  these  acclamations  are  sometimes  included  in  the  inscriptions  on  coins 
and  when  they  are  frequent,  as  in  the  cases  of  Marcus  Aurelius  and  the  early  years 
of  Septimius  Severus,  they  can  be  very  useful  from  the  point  of  view  of  dating. 


Consul  (usually  cos.  on  the  coins).  The  annual  office  of  consul  was  established 
immediately  after  the  abolition  of  the  monarchy  in  510  b.c.  and  was  the  highest  of 
the  Roman  magistracies.  There  were  two  colleagues  in  the  consulship  and  during 
their  year  of  office  they  wielded  an  almost  regal  power  over  the  whole  Republic. 
Their  authority,  however,  was  considerably  diminished  by  the  creation  of  the 
Tribunes  of  the  People,  who  were  the  only  magistrates  not  subject  to  the  consuls. 
Nevertheless,  being  the  supreme  magistrates  of  the  state,  their  power  remained  very 
considerable  as  long  as  the  Republic  endured. 

Under  the  Empire  consuls  continued  to  be  appointed,  but  although  all  the 
grandeur  of  the  office  was  retained,  the  holders  of  the  consulship  no  longer  exercisecjj| 
any  of  the  political  power  of  their  Republican  predecessors.  Quite  frequently  more^ 
than  one  pair  of  consuls  were  appointed  for  each  year  and  from  the  reign  of  Vespasian 
it  was  normal  for  at  least  five  pairs  to  hold  office  each  year. 

Quite  often  the  emperor  himself  held  the  consulship  and  if  he  did  so  frequently, 
and  advertised  the  fact  on  his  coins,  it  can  be  a  very  useful  criterion  for  dating. 

In  this  respect  the  Flavian  emperors  were  particularly  helpful,  Vespasian  holding 
the  consulship  eight  times  in  ten  years,  Titus  eight  times  in  twelve  years  and 
Domitian  seventeen  times  in  twenty-seven  years.  In  marked  contrast,  Hadrian  only 
held  the  consulship  three  times,  corresponding  with  the  first  three  years  of  his  reign. 

In  consequence,  the  inscription  cos.  hi.  for  Hadrian  covers  the  long  period 
a.d.  119-138. 


In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  are  other  titles  appearing  in  the  inscriptions 
on  coins  which  can  be  of  assistance  for  dating  purposes.  The  most  important  of 
these  are  as  follows : 


Pontifex  Maximus  (usually  p.m.  on  the  coins).  The  Pontifex  Maximus  was  the 
chief  of  the  Pontifices  (Priests  of  the  Gods)  and  was  the  judge  of  everything  relating 
to  the  religion  and  sacred  ceremonies  of  the  Romans.  It  was  a  dignity  which,  once 
conferred,  was  held  for  life  and  Augustus  did  not  receive  the  title  until  after  the 
death  of  Lepidus  in  13  B.c.  Thereafter,  it  became  one  of  the  titles  normally  assumed 
by  the  emperors  at  the  time  of  their  accession. 

Prior  to  the  reign  of  Balbinus  and  Pupienus  the  title  of  Pontifex  Maximus  always^ 
went  to  the  senior  emperor  in  the  case  of  a  joint  reign,  the  title  of  Pontifex  sometimes™ 
being  bestowed  on  the  junior  partner.  This  title  was  also  occasionally  given  to  the 
Caesar  or  heir  to  the  throne.  Balbinus  and  Pupienus  set  a  precedent  for  succeeding 
emperors  by  dividing  the  Pontificatus  Maximus  between  them. 


Pater  Patriae  (usually  p.p.  on  the  coins).  This  title  of  honour,  meaning  “  Father 
of  his  Country,”  was  conferred  on  Augustus  in  2  b.c.  and  was  subsequently  assumed 
by  most,  but  not  all,  of  his  successors  at  the  time  of  their  accession.  Tiberius 
constantly  refused  the  title  and  some  emperors,  such  as  Hadrian  and  Marcus  Aurelius, 
only  accepted  it  after  they  had  reigned  for  several  years. 


Germanicus,  Parthicus,  Armeniacus,  etc.  These  were  titles  given  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  victories  achieved  over  the  enemies  of  the  Empire. 

The  following  tables  include  only  those  emperors  who  were  in  the  habit  of  dating 
much  of  their  coinage.  Most  of  the  other  emperors  did  have  dated  issues,  but  their 
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undated  coins  greatly  outnumber  these  and  it  does  not  seem  worth  while  giving  all 
their  titles  and  powers  in  an  article  of  this  comparatively  limited  scope. 

The  following  will  serve  as  an  example  in  the  use  of  these  tables :  a  sestertius  of 
Commodus  bears  the  legends  m.commodvs  ant.  p.  felix  avg.  brit.  (obv.)  and 
p.m.  tr.p.xi.  imp.  vii.  cos.  v.  p.p.s.c.  ( rev .).  Referring  to  the  tables,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  eleventh  year  of  Commodus’  tribunician  power  (tr.  p.  xi.)  extended  from 
10th  December  a.d.  185  to  9th  December  a.d.  186.  Although  it  is  obviously  more 
likely  that  this  piece  was  struck  in  186,  some  title  must  be  found  on  the  coin  to 
confirm  it  to  this  year  before  it  can  be  said  with  certainty  that  it  was  not  struck  in 
185.  If  we  look  at  the  obv.  legend,  we  will  find  that  the  titles  Pius  (p.),  Britannicus 
(brit.)  and  Felix  were  bestowed  on  Commodus  in  a.d.  183,  184  and  185  respectively 
and  are  thus  of  no  use  in  confirming  the  coin  to  a.d.  186.  Turning  to  the  rev.  legend, 
we  see  that  the  emperor  bears  the  title  Pontifex  Maximus  (p.m.),  but  according  to  the 
table  it  would  appear  that  Commodus  became  Chief  Pontif  in  a.d.  180.  His  seventh 
imperial  acclamation  (imp.  vii.)  was  in  184,  whilst  the  title  of  Pater  Patriae  (p.p.) 
was  bestowed  on  him  as  early  as  177;  this  just  leaves  us  with  cos.  v.  It  will  be  seen 
that  Commodus  did  not  embark  upon  his  fifth  consulship  until  a.d.  186  and  so  this 
is  the  one  title  which  confirms  the  coin  to  this  year. 

It  is  not  always  possible  to  say  with  certainty  which  of  two  years  a  particular  piece 
belongs  to,  but  where  the  number  of  the  tribunician  power  is  stated,  the  date  of  the 
issue  of  the  coin  can  at  least  be  tied  down  to  a  period  of  twelve  months.  From  the 
time  of  Septimius  Severus,  however,  this  difficulty  does  not  usually  arise  as  the 
tribunician  year  normally  corresponds  with  the  calendar  year.

THE  DIGGES  LETTERS.

Part  I. 

Thomas  Attwood  Digges  was  born  at  his  family’s  estate  of  Warburton,  in  colonial 
Maryland,  in  the  year  1742.  Warburton  Manor  was  located  near  Mount  Vernon, 
the  estate  of  George  Washington.  Among  Digges’  ancestors  were  Sir  Dudley 
Digges,  Keeper  of  the  Rolls  under  Charles  I,  and  Edward  Digges,  Royal  governor 
of  Virginia  in  the  1650’s. 

Digges  was  evidently  well  educated,  since  he  attended  Oxford  in  the  late  1750’s. 
After  his  stay  at  Oxford  he  returned  to  Maryland,  but  does  not  seem  to  have  stayed 
very  long.  Returning  to  England,  he  took  up  residence  in  London  as  a  shipping 
igent.  Presumably  Digges  was  successful  at  this  venture  since  he  was  wealthy  enough 
to  have  his  portrait  painted  by  Sir  Joshua  Reynolds,  one  of  the  foremost  painters  of 
the  time.  His  business  activities  took  him  frequently  to  the  Iberian  peninsula, 
especially  to  Portugal.  He  was  a  frequent  visitor  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Birmingham,  which  probably  accounts  for  his  friendship  with  Matthew  Boulton, 
the  well-known  English  coin  manufacturer. 

With  the  outbreak  of  the  War  for  American  Independence,  in  1775-1776, 
Digges’  business  activities  went  into  serious  decline.  From  the  first  he  was  of  the 
‘  patriot  ’  cause  (for  independence).  In  1776  he  managed  to  ship  to  American  forces, 
through  Portugal,  some  badly  needed  supplies.  This  was  probably  done  under  false 
colours,  as  was  typical  of  this  type  of  shipment. 

Toward  the  end  of  1777  or  early  in  1778  Digges  became  interested  in  the  welfare 
of  the  American  seamen  imprisoned  in  Mill  Prison  at  Plymouth  and  in  Forton  Prison 
near  Gosport.  He  was  instrumental  in  starting  a  public  subscription  for  the  relief 
of  these  men,  which  netted  about  £3700.  The  course  of  the  war  prevented  further 
public  subscriptions,  although  no  doubt  some  money  was  given  privately. 
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In  September,  1778,  Digges  wrote  to  Benjamin  Franklin,  the  American 
Commissioner  at  Paris,  offering  his  services  with  regard  to  the  prisoners.  Digges 
became  sort  of  an  unofficial  agent  for  Franklin,  receiving  drafts  from  the  latter 
toward  the  welfare  of  the  prisoners. 

Digges  was  twice  involved,  through  David  Hartley,  an  M.P.,  in  quasi-official 
peace  overtures  with  the  North  ministry.  Hartley,  who  also  aided  the  prisoners,  was 
a  mutual  friend  both  of  Digges  and  Franklin.  Digges’  residence,  at  No.  23  Villars 
Street  in  London,  was  a  rendezvous  point  for  escaped  American  seamen. 

In  the  early  months  of  1781  Digges  and  Franklin  fell  out  over  an  accounting 
of  the  funds  that  the  latter  sent  his  unofficial  agent  in  England.  Since  Digges  never 
accounted  for  the  money,  there  is  some  question  about  who  was  in  the  right  in  the 
matter.  As  President  Washington  openly  acknowledged  Digges  as  a  friend,  it  is 
probable  that  Franklin  was  partly  wrong  in  his  accusations.  The  nineteenth-century 
historian’s  belief  that  Digges  was  an  English  spy  is  absurd. 

Digges  remained  in  Great  Britain  (he  is  known  to  have  been  in  Ireland  fronr 
1785-1787)  until  about  1790.  About  the  end  of  1792  he  returned  to  England  to  see 
about  leasing  some  of  his  land  to  an  experienced  English  agriculturist.  Presumably 
he  returned  to  Maryland  shortly  thereafter.  He  died  at  Warburton  in  1821,  at  the 
age  of  79. 

Several  points  must  be  borne  in  mind  when  reading  the  letters  of  Digges  printed 
below.  First,  he  was  worried  about  the  consequences  of  a  mass  of  counterfeit 
Spanish  silver  coins  being  dumped  in  America.  The  principal  coin  used  in  trade 
in  the  United  States  at  that  time  was  the  Spanish  piece  of  eight  reales. 

Second,  unknown  to  Digges,  the  counterfeiting  of  Spanish  Dollars  was  also  being 
done  in  America.  A  Philadelphia  newspaper  of  April,  1793,  described  a  ring  of 
Massachusetts  men  using  the  plating  technique  described  in  Digges’  letters.  In 
1795  the  Director  of  the  United  States  Mint  reported  that  gold  was  being  openly 
counterfeited  in  Baltimore,  Maryland. 

Last,  Digges  was  probably  not  so  much  interested  in  the  counterfeiting  of  copper 
as  he  was  in  minting  techniques.  Digges  wanted  to  inform  Thomas  Jefferson,  the 
Secretary  of  State,  in  the  newest  methods  of  minting.  (Jefferson  was  in  charge  of 
the  mint  in  his  capacity  as  a  cabinet  officer). 


The  Letters 

The  originals  of  these  letters  are  to  be  found  in  the  Jefferson  papers  at  the  Library 
of  Congress  in  Washington,  D.C.  Only  the  first  letter  is  specifically  to  Jefferson. 
The  other  two  were  presumably  transmitted  by  Thomas  Pinckney,  the  American^ 
minister  to  England.  At  least  one  letter,  the  first,  was  sent  by  Jefferson  to  David 
Rittenhouse,  the  first  Director  of  the  United  States  Mint.  The  second  and  the  third 
letters  are  quite  similar  in  content  so  only  the  first  and  third  letters  will  be  given  in  full. 
Parts  of  the  second  letter,  of  March  21st,  1793,  that  are  not  in  the  third  letter  will 
be  included  in  brackets  in  italics.  The  first  letter  is  very  faded,  accounting  the 
number  of  illegible  words  to  be  found  below.  The  symbol  ‘  #  ’  after  three  dots 
will  mean  illegibility  (e.g.  .  .  .#).  The  letters  are  as  follows: 

Birmingham  10  March  1793 

[Thomas  Jefferson:] 

I  send  you  this  letter  in  a  book  of  Medals  &  Coins  (as  numbered  and 
marked)  which  were  done  at  Mr.  Boulton’s  Mint  at  Soho  near  this  place. 
Some  of  the  trash  of  halfpence  which  are  in  local  tho’  current  circulation 
in  &  about  the  Town  to  which  they  appertain  are  added  to  fill  up  the  book; 
And  as  I  know  you  have  made  the  American  Mint  &  Coinage  much  your  study 
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they  may  serve  as  assistant  samples  towards  perfection,  those  of  Mr.  Boulton 
being  of  a  very  superior  kind. 

I  am  at  present  engaged  in  this  central  part  of  England  trying  to  get 
leaseholders]  or  amiual  Tenants  for  my  lands  fronting  the  President’s  on  [the] 
Potomac  and  adjoining  the  new  Federal  City  &  Bladensburg1  and  I  expect  to 
embark  for  America  in  May  or  June.  Not  knowing  of  a  safe  conveyance  to 
you,  I  have  made  free  to  send  the  parcel  to  and  ask  the  favor  of  Mr.  Pinckney 
to  forward  it,  and  as  1  understand  from  Mr.  Boulton,  he2  had  made  some 
application  for  a  die  sinker,  I  have  left  open  the  book  of  coins  for  his  inspection. 

Since  my  letter  to  you  by  Wm  Pearce  the  double  loom  maker  and  the  original 
inventor  of  Arkwright’s  first  weaving  and  spinning  machinery,  I  have  not  had 
occasion  to  write,  nor  would  I  have  likely  done  it  before  my  embarkation  for 
America.  But  as  indeed  not  to  do  so  from  having  accidentally  seen  a 
Birmingham  production  of  one  of  the  American  Cents,  the  intended  coin  of 
America  &  the  1/100  th  part  of  the  Dollar,  [would  not  be  right.]  Knowing 
it  had  been  determined  in  Congress3  to  have  all  their  money  minted  in  the 
States,  I  made  it  my  business  to  seek  out  and  inform  myself  all  I  could  about 
this  Cent  coinage  here  and  of  the  Artists  and  Merchants  engaged  about  them. 

- I  first  apply’d  to  .  .  .it4  &  Alexr  Walkins  [sp.  ?]  (who  have  a  partner 

Mr.  Thos.  Ketland  [sp.  ?]  in  Phila),  and  they  shewed  me  the  specimens 
No.  16  & ‘No.  17  sent  herewith  &  afterwards  gave  them  to  me.  They  said 
it  was  merely  a  speculation  or  trial  to  obtain  the  orders  for  making  the  intended 
Cents  here  which  induced  them  to  the  attempts  in  1791  and  that  some 
hundred  or  so  had  been  sent  to  America  and  given  to  the  President  &  other 
public  gentn;  But  that  on  the  determination  of  Congress  to  mint  their  own 
money,  their  scheme  here  had  fallen  thro’.  They  were  close  and  secret  as  to 
who  the  diesinker  was,  where  coined  &  .  .  .#  but  upon  further  inquiry  I 
found  Messrs  Walkins  [  ?]  had  ordered  them  to  be  done  at  Mr.  Obidiah 
Westwood’s  (a  considerable  maker  of  those  [these  ?]  kinds  of  money),  and  that 
his  die  sinker  Mr.  Jno  Gregory  Hancock  (one  of  the  first  in  this  place  tho’  with 
[the]  Character  of  a  dissapated  man)  and  a[n  apprentice  lad  Jn°  Jordan  very 
clever  in  that  line,  had  executed  them,  &  .  .  .#  this  lad  Jordan  has  years  of 
His  time  [yet  to  serve  as  an  apprentice],  wishes  much  to  go  to  America,  but 
I  suppose  his  time  would  be  worth  200/.  The  face  likeness  on  both  are  the 
same  die  and  a  good  likeness  of  the  President,  but  the  Eagles  and  motto  are 

different - The  likeness  [of  the  President]  was  taken  from  a  large  medal 

struck  at  Phil3.5 

Those  inquirys  about  the  American  Cent  and  my  intimacy  with  Mr.  Boulton 
&  Mr.  Watt,  led  me  to  look  at  and  study  more  the  apparatus  &  mode  of  Coining, 
the  expence  attending  Copper  Coinage,  than  I  otherwise  shoud  have  done, 
and  I  suppose  I  need  not  inform  you  that  Mr.  Boulton  is  by  far  the  neatest  and 
best  Coiner  &  has  a  more  excellent  apparatus  for  Coining  than  any  in 

Europe. - It  cost  him  some  thousands — The  whole  machine  is  moved  by 

an  improved  steam  engine  which  rolls  the  Copper  half  pence  finer  than  Copper 

has  before  been  rolled  for  the  purposes  of  money. - It  works  the  .  .  .# 

on  seven  presses  cutting  the  particular  pieces  of  copper,  &  coins  both  the  faces 
and  edges  of  money  at  the  same  time,6  with  such  superior  excellence  .  .  .# 
of  workmanship,  as  well  as  with  marks  of  such  powerful  machinery,  that  it 
must  totally  prevent  counterfeiting  it.  By  his  machinery  four  boys  can  strike 

thousands  of  Guineas  an  hour - Eight  presses  work  four  tons  of  Copper 

pr  day - four  or  five  presses  two  tons  pr  day,  and  the  machine,  by  the 

evolution  of  the  great  wheel,  which  is  of  cast  iron,  keeps  an  unerring  account

of  the  number  of  pieces  struck.  It  is  not  worked  in  the  old  way,  but  the  metal 
is  put  into  a  kind  of  hopper  &  drops  out  into  a  bag,  nearly  smoothly  as  grain 
in  a  Mill.7 

The  excellence  of  his  coinage  is  1st  The  pieces  are  perfectly  round — 2d  They 

are  all  precisely  equal  in  Diameter - 3d  The  work  is  exactly  concentric  to 

the  edge,  4.  An  inscription  or  ornament  put  round  the  edge  either  indented, 
or  relief,  or  partly  one  and  partly  the  other,  and  this  inscription  is  struck  by 
the  same  blow  that  gives  impression  to  the  faces,  whereas  the  common  mode 
of  making  ornaments  on  the  edge,  is  by  a  separate  well  known  operation  .  .  . 
which  is  much  more  easily  imitated.  5.  The  ground  of  his  coin  is  smooth 
and  of  a  light  polish.  6.  Much  greater  quantities  of  money  with  all  these 
perfections  may  be  coined  in  less  time,  with  fewer  persons,  &  with  more 
exactness,  &  safety  to  those  employed,  than  by  any  mode  hitherto  invented. 
.  .  .%  —  a  wrater  mill  will  work  all  the  machinery  as  well  as  a  steam  engine 

&  will  be  better  understood  &  managed  in  America - indeed,  the  power  of 

two  or  three  horses  might  answer.  Mr.  Boulton  told  me  he  would  sell  the 
whole  apparatus,  excepting  of  the  steam  engine,  (which  is  a  considerable  part 
of  the  cost)  &  it  might  be  got  to  America  (I  think)  for  11  or  120G£  .  .  . 

[The  remaining  part  of  the  letter  deals  with  the  exact  equipment  Boulton  would 
include  in  the  intended  sale.  Digges  goes  into  the  expenses  of  copper  coinage, 
concluding  that  even  the  London  mint  made  a  fantastic  profit  on  their  copper  coinage. 
Digges  even  quotes  Mr.  Obidiah  Westwood  on  costs  of  token  coinage.  This  part 
of  the  letter  is  not  printed  due  to  its  general  illegibility.  He  ends :] 

If  I  can  obtain  any  other  information,  or  hear  of  a  proper  person  likely  to 
serve  in  this  business  [i.e.  In  the  American  Mint.]  I  will  write  you,  I  am  in  the 
interim  with 

great  regard  Sir  yr  obdt  Servt 
Th.  A  Digges 

Eleven  days  later  Digges  wrote  to  Thomas  Pinckney  in  London.  In  this  short 
period  of  time  Digges  had  found  out  a  variety  of  coinage  practices.  One  is  led  to 
believe  that  Matthew  Boulton  helped  him  somev/hat  in  his  researches.  The  more 
disreputable  coinage  practices  Digges  found,  the  easier  it  would  be  to  sell  a  coinage 
apparatus  to  Jefferson.  This  is  guesswork,  however,  since  Digges  claims  credit  for 
the  research.  In  the  concluding  article,  we  shall  discuss  the  second  and  third  letters.

A  SIMPLE  METHOD  FOR  THE  DETECTION  OF 
FORGERIES  BY  MEASUREMENT  OF 
SPECIFIC  GRAVITY. 

By  M.  D.  Day  and  D.  F.  Hollanders. 

At  some  time  or  other  most  coin  collectors  come  across  a  coin  or  token  of  unknown 
metallic  composition.  Often  the  piece  will  be  a  crude  forgery  of  a  gold  or  silver  coin 
fashioned  from  base  metal  with  intent  to  defraud.  Occasionally,  however,  there  may 
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be  other  reasons  for  doubt  concerning  the  composition  of  a  particular  coin.  English 
“  silver  ”  coins  of  the  year  1920,  for  instance,  may  contain  92-5%  silver  or  only  50%. 

Chemical  methods  of  analysis  invariably  lead  to  some  damage  of  the  coin  and 
in  any  case  are  not  usually  practicable  for  the  average  collector.  Weighing  a  coin 
will  only  provide  a  guide  to  its  composition  if  the  true  weight  of  the  genuine  coin  is 
known  and  if  the  piece  under  test  has  not  lost  much  weight  due  to  wear.  Both  these 
difficulties  are  surmountable  by  measurement  of  the  specific  gravity  of  the  coin 
which  relates  its  weight  to  its  volume. 

The  method  is  based  on  Archimedes’  principle,  when  a  solid  object  (in  this  case 
the  coin)  is  placed  in  a  receptacle  filled  with  water  it  will  displace  its  own  volume 
of  water.  The  specific  gravity  is  given  by  the  ratio: 


l 


Specific  gravity  = 


weight  of  coin 

weight  of  equal  volume  of  water 


The  method  described  below  requires  little  apparatus  beyond  a  fairly  accurate 
balance — weighing  accurately  to  at  least  0-1  g  and  preferably  to  0  01  g.  The  method 
is  simple  and  results  in  no  damage  to  the  coin. 


Apparatus 


Method.  The  apparatus  is  shown  in  the  diagram  but  may  be  modified  to  utilise  any 
suitable  “  odds  and  ends  ”  of  apparatus.  For  example  the  water  bath  can  be  replaced 
by  a  small  jug  with  a  lip  instead  of  a  side-arm.  It  should  be  held  at  an  angle  to  the 
)  vertical,  as  shown,  as  this  facilitates  collection  of  the  displaced  liquid.  The  liquid 
used  is  water  with  1-2  drops  of  soap  solution  added  to  reduce  the  surface  tension 
and  thus  facilitate  the  overflow  of  the  liquid.  The  purpose  of  the  glass  wool  in  the 
water  bath  is  to  break  the  fall  of  the  coin  and  so  minimise  the  tendency  to  wave 
formation  in  the  liquid  which  might  lead  to  too  much  water  overflowing. 

The  sequence  of  events  is : 

(a)  Water  bath  filled  to  overflowing  with  dilute  soap  solution  and  allowed  to 
overflow  until  dripping  from  side-arm  has  ceased. 

(b)  Coin  gently  immersed  in  soap  solution. 

(c)  2-3  minutes’  wait  until  last  drops  of  liquid  have  been  displaced  through 
the  side-arm. 

(, d )  Weigh  liquid  displaced. 

(, e )  Dry  coin  and  weigh. 
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Theoretically  as  1  gram  of  water  measures  1  c.c.  it  should  be  possible  to  measure 
the  volume  of  water  in  c.c.s  which  of  course  is  numerically  equal  to  its  weight  in  grams. 
Practically,  however,  it  is  much  more  accurate  to  weigh  small  volumes  of  liquid. 

An  example  of  the  method  in  use  may  help  to  clarify  the  details  of  the  procedure. 
Recently  one  of  us  purchased  a  supposedly  genuine  counter-marked  Spanish- 
American  dollar  from  a  London  sale-room.  On  cleaning  the  coin  in  dilute  ammonia 
solution  it  was  noticed  that  a  blue  coloration  was  imparted  to  the  solution  and  a 
reddish  coloration  was  revealed  on  the  more  prominent  parts  of  the  [design.  Our 
suspicions  once  aroused  we  proceeded  to  evolve  the  method  outlined  above  to 
determine  its  specific  gravity. 


Results.  Weight  of  coin  —  25-83  grams 

Weight  of  water  displaced  =  2-85  grams

The  above  method  was  then  applied  to  a  copper  coin  (1854  penny)  and  to  a  0-925 
fine  silver  coin  (1887  crown).  The  results  were:

Thus,  it  was  concluded  that  the  piece  was  in  fact  a  forgery  made  probably  from 
copper  coated  with  a  thin  layer  of  silver.  Messrs.  Seaby  kindly  confirmed  that  it 
was  a  contemporary  forgery.  Perhaps  most  interesting  was  the  fact  that  the 
countermark  on  the  piece  was  genuine,  i.e.  stamped  on  by  the  Royal  Mint — a  credit 
indeed  to  the  craft  of  the  forger !

INHERITED  RICHES.

Twenty  years  ago,  in  the  stress  of  the  war,  my  father,  who  was  then  in  uncertain 
health  and  had  already  had  two  narrow  escapes  from  bombs,  brought  his  cabinet 
of  coins  and  medals  to  my  house  for  safety.  Before  his  visit  ended,  he  said  I  had 
better  keep  them.  I  consented  reluctantly,  for  I  knew  that  the  eighty  or  ninety  items 
were  the  harvest  of  thirty  years’  questing.  I  was  at  that  time  oppressively  busy  at 
the  Admiralty,  and  did  not  even  knowT  when  I  should  find  time  to  make  the  catalogue 
which  (so  the  donor  said)  should  have  been  compiled  years  ago. 

The  bounty  of  the  gift  was  one  thing,  its  cunning  another,  for  my  father  knew 
quite  well  that  I  should  never  rest  happily  till  I  had  started  on  the  catalogue,  that 
this  would  bring  knowledge,  and  that  knowledge  would  lead  me  further.  He  was 
right.  The  collection  is  almost  entirely  centred  round  Oliver  Cromwell,  who  is  an

ancestor,  and  although  modest,  it  is  unified.  There  are,  for  instance,  the  medals 
commemorating  the  battle  of  Dunbar,  the  best  of  them  on  a  fine  gold  flan;  there 
are  the  family  medals,  the  satirical  medals,  naval  medals,  funeral  medals,  and  a  small 
but  fine  range  of  coins  by  Thomas  Simon,  that  prince  among  engravers.  There  is 
a  broad,  a  crown,  a  half-crown — of  1656,  a  rare  date — and  a  shilling.  My  father 
could  not  afiord  the  fifty-shilling  piece  or  the  farthing,  both  costly.  Among  the 
miscellaneous  medals  he  acquired  a  unique  representation  of  Cromwell  and 
Masaniello,  the  rebel  Neapolitan  fisherman.  This  is  hand-engraved  on  a  silver  disk 
by  Pietro  Aquila.  The  British  Museum  example  differs. 

The  cabinet  was  completely  full,  and  as  my  father  died  not  long  after  giving  me 
the  collection,  I  have  kept  it  as  his  memorial,  neither  adding  to  it  nor  dispersing  any 
items,  though  when  I  can  afford  to  I  shall  gladly  buy  the  few  items  I  know  he  would 
have  liked.  I  have  seen  prices  rise,  after  a  long  quiescence,  so  that  when  I  show 
collectors  what  my  father  paid  for  his  best  examples,  and  in  particular  for  the  items 
coined  from  old  dies  by  Tanner  in  the  eighteenth  century,  they  are  apt  to  whistle 
with  surprise.  The  Tanner  specimens  include  the  half  broad,  the  nincpence  and 
the  sixpence,  and  there  is  a  ‘  Dutch  ’  crown  of  1658,  struck  on  a  silver  gilt  flan, 
which  is  noted  as  R7  in  Seaby’s  English  Silver  Coinage.  My  father  paid  six  guineas 
for  it  in  the  early  1920’s.  It  now  fetches  over  three  figures  even  in  the -usual  variety. 

It  would  have  been  feeble  had  I  not  extended  a  family  interest  in  numismatics 
by  enlarging  its  scope.  My  own  first  purchase  was  a  half-crown  of  William  IV, 
and  as  I  grew  increasingly  appreciative  of  William  Wyon’s  work  I  added  a  splendid 
specimen  of  the  pattern  crown,  and  the  greater  range  of  his  William  coinage  except 
for  the  smaller  half  sovereign,  the  Maundy  set  and  the  Colonial  coppers,  which 
I  shall  doubtless  add  in  time. 


A  further  gift  my  father  left  me  included  two  books  of  great  beauty.  One  is 
George  Vertue’s  1753  edition  of  the  Works  of  Thomas  Simon,  surely  the  most  perfect 
thing  of  its  kind,  the  other  was  Martin  Folkes’s  1763  edition  of  the  Tables  of  English 
Silver  and  Gold  Coins,  a  bulky  tome  but  full  of  good  material  and  careful  drawings, 
though  they  are  not  quite  up  to  Vcrtue. 


How  true  it  is  that  like  attracts  like.  The  Victorian  authority  on  Cromwellian 
coins  and  medals  was  Henry  William  Henfrey,  whose  Numismata  Cromzvelliana  of 
1877  was,  for  its  day,  remarkable  though  it  has  now,  I  suppose,  been  superseded. 
Henfrey,  who  was  something  of  a  prodigy,  died  in  his  early  twenties,  and  when  my 
father  was  working  in  the  City  as  a  young  man  he  happened  to  meet  Henfrey’s 
^brother,  who  promptly  gave  him  Henry  William’s  manuscript  material.  This  came 
to  me  with  the  little  collection,  and  I  only  wish  I  could  find  anything  of  equal  interest 
on  the  family  of  Wyon. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Roman  Coins  and  Archaeology.  I  must  take  issue  with  one  or  two  points  in  the 
interesting  article  in  the  August  issue  on  “  Roman  coins  and  Archaeology  ”. 

(i)  It  is  rare  for  more  than  30  per  cent  of  any  site  finds  to  need  chemical  cleaning. 

(ii)  The  ruined  cella  with  its  pile  of  coin  pays  little  credit  to  the  rest  of  the  Roman  army 
in  Britain,  who  would  surely  have  retrieved  any  coin  from  a  destroyed  fort. 

(iii)  An  archaeologist  who  cleans  his  own  coins  and  then  expects  a  numismatist  to  report 
on  them  deserves  the  very  black  looks  he  gets  since  he  has  usually  made  the  job  very  much 
harder. 

(iv)  The  suggestion  of  the  Chester  museum  sharing  coins  from  the  amphitheatre — with 
collectors — is  most  unfortunate,  and,  I  hope,  unintentional. 

(v)  I  had  understood  that  the  use  of  the  Byzantine  coins  at  Caerwent  to  prove  post-Roman 
occupation  of  the  site  was  no  longer  generally  agreed. — Richard  Reece. 
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American  Anti-Slavery  Token.  John  Farnell,  in  his  article  “  British  Anti-Slavery 
I  okens”  which  appeared  in  the  Bulletin  for  July  1962,  mentioned  the  American  counter-piece 
to  British  anti-slavery  tokens.  It  may  interest  Mr.  Farnell  to  know  that  the  American  1838 
half-cent  token  that  he  spoke  about  brought  $525  at  auction  recently,  a  high  price,  indeed, 
for  any  type  of  token. 

Only  three  or  four  of  these  rare  tokens  are  known.  The  auction  was  conducted  by 
Michael  Kolman  Jr.,  president  of  Federal  Brand  Enterprises  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.  Mr.  Kolman 
believes  that  this  is  the  first  one  of  the  elusive  tokens  to  be  offered  in  a  public  auction. — 
Robert  Obojski. 

Roman  Coins  from  Fenny  Stratford.  Over  250  ancient  coins,  most  of  them  believed 
to  be  native  British,  were  unearthed  by  a  member  of  the  Bletchley  Archaeological  and  Historical 
Society  at  the  Roman  site  at  Fenny  Stratford  on  Sunday.  Thirty-four  of  the  coins  are  of 
Constantinian  type,  including  a  few  silver  ones.  All  the  rest  are  barbarious  copies  of  Roman 
coins.  There  are  209  which  have  been  separated  and  also  an  unknown  number  in  a  solid 
clay-and-coin  clod  not  separated  at  the  time  of  writing.  They  have  been  taken  to  the 
Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford,  for  positive  identification. 

The  discovery,  probably  the  biggest  of  its  kind  ever  made  in  this  district,  was  made  by  A 
Mr.  R.  W.  Griffiths,  of  69  Napier  Street,  Bletchley,  during  the  course  of  the  Society’s™ 
methodical  excavation  of  the  site.  They  were  found  in  a  cluster  in  the  earth  itself  at  a  depth 
of  4  ft.  1  in.  The  only  other  article  found  in  the  same  spot  was  a  barbed  arrow-head  made 
of  iron.  It  was  found  at  the  same  time. — North  Bucks  Times ,  Thursday ,  19 th  July ,  1962. 

Sixteenth-century  Coins  offered  to  Scarborough.  A  hoard  of  sixteenth-century 
coins  found  in  Scarborough  two  years  ago  is  being  offered  to  Scarborough  Corporation 
for  £200.  The  coins,  mostly  groats  of  the  last  coinage  (1544-47)  of  Henry  VIII  and  the  first 
coinage  (1547-51)  of  Edward  VI,  were  found  in  a  jug  during  demolition  work  in  St.  Thomas 
Street.  They  were  declared  treasure  trove  and  the  property  of  the  Crown.  Now,  after 
cleaning  and  valuation  by  the  Department  of  Coins  and  Medals  at  the  British  Museum,  they 
have  been  priced  at  £200  and  offered  to  Scarborough  Corporation. — Scarborough  Evening  News , 

15 th  August ,  1962. 


THE  80th  REGIMENT  OF  FOOT  AND  THE  INDIAN  GENERAL 

SERVICE  MEDAL  1854-1895. 

By  StA.  Ford. 

The  80th  Regiment,  later  the  2nd  Bn.  The  South  Staffordshire  Regiment,  was  one  of  the 
few  regiments  of  the  British  Army  to  claim  three  bars  to  the  Indian  General  Service  Medal 
of  1854-1895,  for  actions  that  were  distinctly  apart — namely  the  Burmese  War  1852-53  (pegu), 
the  frontier  action  of  1864-66  (bhootan)  and  the  expedition  to  Perak  1875-76  (perak). 

A  search  of  the  rolls  does  not  show  that  any  member  of  the  regiment  received  the  three 
bars — one  officer  had  three  bars  to  his  medal,  but  the  first  was  Persia,  where  presumably 
he  had  been  on  Staff  work  or  attached  to  the  64th  (1st  Bn.  North  Staffordshires). 

The  numbers  of  the  two  bar  medals  are  not  large,  as  a  considerable  number  of  the  soldiers 
of  the  80th  transferred  to  other  units  after  the  action  in  Burma  (pegu).  Again,  one  must^ 
remember  that  the  80th  served  in  central  India  during  the  Mutiny  and  casualties  here  would^P 
reduce  the  numbers  who  might  still  be  serving  with  the  Regiment  in  bhootan.  However, 
seven  officers  and  about  35  other  ranks  did  earn  the  second  bar  bhootan  to  their  pegu  Medals, 
but  most  of  them  were  discharged  from  the  Army  before  1875,  in  fact  the  bhootan  Roll, 
dated  1870,  indicates  that  at  that  date  only  one  officer  and  eleven  other  ranks  were  still  serving 
with  the  regiment — these  few  do  not  appear  on  the  perak  Roll. 

Peculiar  circumstances  attended  the  perak  Roll.  There  have  been  cases  where  the  Indian 
General  Service  medal  has  been  issued  to  regiments  that  were  not  entitled  to  it,  e.g.  53rd — 
north  west  frontier  bar.  Also  a  regiment  might  be  included  in  the  force  detailed,  but 
detached  before  any  action  was  joined — as  they  did  not  “  Fire  a  Shot  ”  they  failed  to  be  eligible 
for  the  medal,  e.g.,  77th  who  were  twice  in  this  position,  and  38th  who  were  detached  from 
the  main  force  to  meet  an  attack  on  the  flank  that  failed  to  materialize.  In  the  case  of  the 
medal  and/or  bar  for  perak  it  would  appear,  from  the  roll,  that  medals  and/or  bars  were  claimed 
for  the  whole  80th  Regiment  stationed  in  the  Straits  Settlements,  and  moreover  that  the  medal 
and/or  bar  was  issued  to  all  those  on  the  roll. 

Later  it  was  realized  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  regiment  was  stationed  at  Singapore, 
Mallaca  and  Rassia  and  these  detachments  had  had  no  part  in  the  action  at  perak.  Instructions 
seem  to  have  been  given  for  the  medals  and/or  bars  issued  to  these  detachments  to  be  returned — 
a  roll,  unfortunately  undated,  can  be  inspected  which  gives  the  names  of  these  troops  and  in 
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most  cases  their  station  at  the  time.  This  roll  cannot  have  been  compiled  until  after  the  War 
in  South  Africa  as  it  shows  those  men  who  were  killed  in  action,  and  those  who  took  their 
discharge  in  South  Africa.  The  analysis  of  the  return  is  approximately  thus:

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The  roll  is  most  complete  regarding  the  position  of  the  men,  giving  in  nearly  every  case, 
the  date  of  discharge,  or  posting  to  the  Depot.  Those  medals  and/or  bars  shown  as  “  issued 
and  returned  ”  belonged  in  almost  all  cases  to  officers  and  other  ranks  who  were  serving  at 
the  time  of  the  return.  The  list  contains  the  names  of  16  soldiers  killed  in  the  actions  at 
Isandhukuana,  Intombi  River  and  Ulundi — also  13  deserters,  one  of  whom  was  a  Sergeant 
who  held  the  medal  and  bar  for  bhootan.  It  would  seem  that  the  deserters  absented  them¬ 
selves  in  South  Africa  where  a  number  of  the  time-expired  men  took  their  discharge. 

The  tw'o-bar  medals  to  the  80th,  either  pegu/bhootan  or  bhootan/perak  are  far  from 
common  and  so  far  as  the  writer  knows  only  one  has  been  offered  in  the  last  14  to  15  years — this 
was  for  pegu/bhootan. 

It  would  seem  that  in  some  cases  a  second  medal  for  the  perak  action  was  issued  when 
the  soldier  already  held  the  medal  and  bar  for  bhootan — two  examples  of  this  have  been  seen 
recently — both  to  Sergeants.  In  the  case  of  one  his  name  appears  in  the  list  of  disallowed 
perak  bars  for  clasp  only,  and  no  indication  is  given  regarding  the  issue — the  Sergeant  being 
discharged  in  July  1879. 

The  writer  has  lists  showing  the  holders  of  two-bar  medals  and  also  the  list  of  disallowed 
perak  medals  and/or  bars.  If  any  reader  with  either  a  two-bar  medal  or  a  perak  medal  wishes 
to  know  if  the  name  is  on  the  list,  the  writer  will  be  pleased  to  give  the  information  on  receipt 
of  a  stamped  addressed  envelope  or  International  Coupon.
